Kentucky being n Southern State 
with a large per rent, of its popu- 
lation comprised of negroes, has 
nttracted considerable attention 
', from the rest of the State- that 
! 1 keep Vital Statistics records and 
which have only a smnll per cent, 
of negro population. A resume of 
the 1915 Vitnl Statistics records of 
Kentucky shows that there were 
23,541 deaths of white people rec- 
orded during the year and 5,519 
deaths of negroes. The total esti- 
mated white population of Kentucky 
was 2.115,315 and total colored 
population was 249,970. This gave 
a death rate of 11.1 for whites and 
22.9 for blacks per 1,000 popula- 
tion. It is very significant that the 
ili-easi - .■(■ the respiratory organs 
are responsible for a much larger 
death rate among the colored popu- 
lation than the white. The death 
rate per 100,000 white population 
was 144.8 and 434.2 in the colored 
for tuberculosis of the lungs. The 
rate per 100,000 for other forms of 
tiib*rcaloni-t for white population 
wa.» 20.1 ami lor colored population, 
41.0. Pneumonia gnve a death rate 
of 89.1 per 100,000 for the white 
and 204.5 for colored population. 
Whooping cough gave 8.9 for white 
and 15.0 for the colored population. 
In llucnzu or In grippe gave 9.7 for 
the white and 38.4 for the colored 
population. Diarrheal and dysen- 
teric diseases, including typhoid 
fever, nfford a striking example of 
the high death rates in the colored 
population, the rates per 100,000 
Mag 27.5 tor white- and 49.2 for 
colored population for typhoid. The 
diarrheal and dysenteric diseases 
of children under two years of age 
gave a death rate of 34.9 for white 
and 41.2 for colored population. 
Dysentery of people aged two years 
and over gave n rate of 14.8 for 
the white and 22.4 for the colored 
population 

These facts are of vital impor- 
tance to the people of the State 
because of the intimate relation of 
the colored and white population on 
account of the servant problem. 
The record shows that for this 
year, which is typical of the pre- 
vailing conditions, there were about 
three times as many negroes afflict- 
ed with tuberculosis as whites, as- 
suming the mortality rate to be of 
the same severity. A tubercular 
cook in the kitchen is more danger- 
ous to a family than an unconfined 
lunatic. In the latter case, upon the 
first act of violence, he would be 
confined by society. In the former 
case, there is nothing to prevent 
such an individual from infecting 
each and every member of the 
household, «nd continuing the pro* 
eew as often as she is hired by 
other families. Tuberculosis spu- 
tum, containing myriads of germs 
of consumption, can be readily

It is well known that many epi- 
demics of typhoid fever have been 
traced to cooks who previously had 
suffered an attack of typhoid and 
who continued to discharge from 
the bowels millions of these seed 
of the disease for weeks or often 
months. Negro cooks in the matter 
of personal habits have rather un- 
enviable reputations and are espec- 
ially dangerous when they are car- 
riers of the disease. They are 
careless of the finger nails or in 
the matter of washing soiled hands 
and have abundant opportunities 
for permitting this foul material 
laden with germs to come in con- 
tact with the food of the family. 
This is es|M'cialIv true in handling 
milk, which is almost always drunk 
without being sterilized. 

It is well known that the South 
has higher death rates from typhoid 
and tuberculosis. Some public 
health officials, and people who 
take a pride in the land of their 
birth, endeuvor to expluin this and

TO ERADICATE BEDBUGS 



Practical Information on Dealing 
With This Household Pest. 

Those who are troubled by bed- 
bugs will find practical information 
as to how to deal effectively with 
these pests in Farmers' Bulletin 
754, "Bedbugs," recently published 
by the department. In this bulletin 
C. L. Mnrlntt, of the Bureau of En- 
tomology, makes clear the habits of 
these insects which have a bearing 
M their eradication, and suggests n 
number of simple household meas- 
ures, as well as more rudicul meth- 
ods, of getting rid of them. The 
author culls attention especially to j 
the fact thnt these insects will 
migrate from un unoccupied to an ■ 
inhabited house and points out that 
the fact they ordinarily bide in the 
daytime makes it necessary to apply 
the insecticides in cracks in walls 
and floor and crevices under wall 
paper, where the insects ordinarily 
are concealed und lay their eggs. , 
Information as to the ability of! 
bedbugs to withstand cold and to 
go without food for long periods 
will be especially useful to those 
intending to move into houses long 
untenated. 

Of the simpler remedies the ento- 
mologist says that benzine, kero- 
sene, or other lighter petroleum oils 
introduced into crevices by means of 
a brush or syringe arc perhaps the 
most efficient. The bulletin als« 
,'ives directions for fumigution with 
sulphur or other chemicals, which 
will be found economical and effec- 
tive in cases of general infestation. 

Those who have been bitten will 
tind applications of peroxid of hy 
drogen useful in allaying irritation 
Tincture of iodin, in its ordinary 01 
double strength, is also a good 
eounterirritant for use in cases of 
fleas, mosquitoes, bedbugs, or other 
insect bites. Iodin, however, should 
be used with caution on the tender 
skin of small children and on those 
who are affected with or disposed 
in cczemic disorders.

PAPER CRISIS COMING FAST 

A suspension of numerous news- 
papers in the I'nited States will oc- 
cur within a few months because of 

the scarcity of and the advance in 
price of print paper, according to 
a statement made by .1. S. Clark, of 
Cincinnati, representative of the 
Western Newspaper Union, before 
the Bluegrass Publishers nnd Print- 
ing As-ocintion, which was formed 
in Lexington Friday. Mr. Clark 
said that within the past few day" 
two newspapers had cancelled or- 
ders for paper, saying they would 
have to suspend operation until the 
price was reduced. He also said 
that print paper would reach the 
unparalleled price of 10 cents n 
pound before the end of February, 
1917. 

Owen Melntire. of the Danville 
Advocate, "aid that after a diligent 
inquiry nnd investigation he was of 
the opinion that the mills were 
working to crowd out the country 
newspapers by charging them 6V2 
and 7 cents for paper, while he 
knew of one big daily that was get- 
ting paper nt 2V> cents.

FALL PROPAGATION OF ROSES 

Climbing roses are propagated 
ino-tlv by hardwood cjttings made 
in the fall. Many cut-flower roses 
may be propagated in tb? same way. 

Hardwood cuttings uiv taken 
from the dormant wood of winter, 
while softwood, or greunwcod, r-ut- 
tii /s ore taken whin the plants are 
in :.ctive growth. To mane 1 hard- 
wood cutting, good. ' .strong, well- 
ripened shoots of the past summer's 
growth should be selected. These 
are better if cut Itctween the turn 
the leaves fall and freezing weather. 
If left until after cold weather 
there is danger of injury from 
freezing. They should be cut into 
piece- of 5 to 0 inches, with the up- 
on mt just above a bud, nnJ .should 
lie tied in bundl"" with ralTia or WIM 
string that does not rot easily if 
exposed to dampness. After label- 
ing plainly they should be buried r.i 
moist sand, tops down, and placed 
in n cool cellar or buried in the 
open ground below danger of fro -t 
They should be planted in the open 
ground in the -spring ibout or a 
little before corn- planting time, «o 
that one or two eyes, or jnM over 1 
inch of the cutting is above the 
ground, which will leave 4 or 5 
inches in the ground. Care must be 
taken not to injure the eaRuKU that 
have toiined while ilic cuttings were 
buried. Sometimes better results 
are obtained by planting in partial 
shade. 

Frequently cuttings made in win- 
ter or early spring do nearly as well 
a- those made in the fall, but in the 
North there is ulways danger of the 
wood being injured during the 
winter.
